In ray -writing hand Umbered up and 
1 am about to pen that Christmas vic- 
tory tetter to you. There is so much 
to tell you that 1 can. hardly think 
what I want to say first. To start 
with we were first sent to Use English 
sector back of the Arras front. There 
we were eewed up with tLe famous 
Black "Watch Scottish troops from, 
Glasgow and the famous Middlesex 
Rifles from Canada. Tbey ire a fine 
bunch of men. 


"They had been through tLe thick of 


H all and it wus an honor to us to get 
a chance to fight with such gallant sol- 
diers. 
After "being in Klaaders for 


about a month we were sent trown to 
Manx, jusi below Paris, vhcre the 
Germans made their big dri' e in 1914. 


"After staying thoro for a few days 


-we were rushed up to the Mtrne river. 
That,.was on June 26. Th»n on the 
Fourth of July we were sent to the 
trenches at Chateau Thierry on tie 
Marne. We stayed there eight days 


. and our company was relieved by Com- 


panies C and B of our battalion. On j 
the night of the 14th the Germans! 
started their big drive on Paris. We | 
were only a few kilometers i-ehind the 
lines. Talk about the murderous roar 
of the guns—it was awful. 


"For iwo days ihe fight went on and j 


C. and B companies were almost wiped ' 
off the map. 
On thte 17th we were 


sent up and it was the mosi horrible 
sight I ever saw. All aroun 1 us were- 
dead bodies. We fought for about five 
hours, hand to hand. Although they 
were ten. to our one they were no 
match for us. Soon we were across 
the beautiful Marne river and had 
tbem started for the Rhine. 


"\\e were relieved on tht- night or'. 


the 18th: and went to the rear for a 
much needed rest. The fig!.ting con- 
tinued for 10 days and the Huns mad* 
a staod at Cirges. On July 2!i we were ' 
again, sent, to the front. Alter abcV 
s:s hours hard fighting we had taken 
the strongest position in tuat drive. 
That was whore 1 lost my wriet watch. 
That, same day Milton Bishop was 
killed. Old Company D los:. some of 
its best men that day and I also lost 
some of my very dear friemts. 


"Fighting kept up for about 30 more i 


x days and they made another stand on 


the Vesle, about 42 kilometers from 
Chateau Thierry- 
We were again in 


the front lines and on the morning of 
September 5 Lieutenant Robinson, my 
squad and I went out to get a Hun 
pillbox that was causing u.- a lot of 
trouble. That was where Lieutenant 
Robinson was wounded, but not until 
we got the pillbox. I put t bandage 
on him and the three m-en t'aat I had 
left and myself carried him back to the 
dressing station, about five fc:lometers. ; 


* "The next day we went ovt>r the top 
again, this time the whole division, 
and it was some procession.

9:30 
o'clock I got my first wound and 


about 6:30 that evening I gt>'. my first 
bandage put on. I was then put on 
an ..ambulance and rode 42 kilometers 
to Chateau Thierry, where 1 was op- 
crated on. I stayed there Tor three 
days and was sent to Paris, where I 
was put in Mrs. Yanderbilt's Ked Cross ' 
hospital, the best in France.

did everything possible for in. 


"It made one feel like thi1 man in 


tho'song 'I don't want to j;et well.' 
Well, I was put in *D' class and left ' 
for the States on November 12. We 
stopped in Savana for three days and ; 
then were sent on to Brest. Now I am ; 
waiting on a boat to carry iae home, j 
and we are a happy bunch to '•>« on our ! 
way home knowing that the Hun has 
gotten what was coming to liira."
